SCANDAL 


Mai S. Daugherty, brother of for- 


mer United-, States Attorney-General 
Harry M. Daugherty, has been indict- 


" ed by the Fayette (Ohio) county grand 
jury of fifteen counts, containing 57 
separate offenses against the banking 
laws of the 
state. 
Daugherty was 


president of'Jthe defunct 
Ohio State 


bank, whose affairs the authorities of 
Ohio have been investigating since it 
closed last May. The charges run 
from misapplication of the bank's mon- 
ey and credit, deception' of the state 
bank examiners and false entries, to 
embezzlement. It will^not be difficult 
for'the public to believe the truth of 
these accusations, although of course 
they must be proved to the satisfaction 
of court and jury. The Ohio State 
bank gained an unpleasant notoriety 
through the refusal of Mai Daugherty 
and, Hs brother, the attorney-general, 
to turn books of the institution over 
to a. senate committee which was try- 
ing to trace "funds alleged to have 
changed hands in the iamous Teapot 
Dome scandal. 


In fact, the arrest of Daugherty car- 


Ties-the public mind back to the scan- 
dalous days of the Harding adminis- 
tration. 
Enough' information was 


brought out in the investigations of the 
oil. scandals^ and, in,, the proceedings 
against Attorney-general Daugherty-fo 
leave rib'doubt that the most corrupt 
and-"criminal conditions prevailed in 
Washington during this period of any 
administration since the founding of 
the republic. One does 'not have to 
believe literally all that Gaston Means 
has written in "The Mysterious Death 
of President Harding," to be convinced 
that the revelations of this book so far 


*• 
.- 
as they relate to official life in Wash- 
ington are substantially true. 


In the background stands the figure 


of Harry Daugherty about whom the 
panorama of graft, corruption and 
crime revolved. He was the great pow- 
er behind the throne. Technically Mr. 
Daugherty was cleared of the charges 
of complicity in these scandals, but he 
is not cleared in the court o£ public 
opinion. Back of him at all times was 
the shadowy figure of numerous bad 
actors and of Mai Daugherty, who at 
last is in the clutches of the law. Grad- 
ually retribution has come to many of 
the participants in that drama, but we 
may be certain that however extensive 
it is it will never uncover all of the 
rottenness and perfidy. 


ENTITLED TO FAIR TRIAL 
Now it is the Grain and Feed Deal- 


ers National association which is at- 
tacking the federal legislation on farm 
relief. The secretary and treasurer of 
this association., speaking at Chicago 
at its 34th annual convention, declared 
that the farm market act was unsound, 
unfair and un-American. Sifted to the 
-bottom his real complaint is that the 


law sets up a temporary government 
agency -which interferes with private 
enterprise. 


Any fair interpretation of the farm 


relief act shows it to be a temporary 
means for putting agriculture into con- 
trol o£ its own affairs, both in the pro- 
duction and marketing of its products. 
The merits of the legislation depend 
upoa whether we admit or deny that 
this end is desirable. The government 
will not always bfc in the business of 
aiding agriculture. 
It is committed 


simply to a policy of assistance, to en- 
able agriculture to consolidate its In- 
terests, organize cooperatives and put 
its house in order. No one can take 
legitimate exception, it seems to us, to 
such a program. Agriculture as en- 
titled to this tight and n the govern- 
ment can help to put it m practical 
possession of it lhat is what it should 
do. Whether it invohcs tor the time 


through the control 


of production and marketing is of no 
particular consequence, for ultimately 
it will resolve itself down to this pro- 
cess in private hands. The prosperity 
of agriculture is indispensable to the 
continued prosperity and development 
of the United States. It is infinitely 
more important than any of the private 
enterprises now related to it and which 
are objecting to the farm relief act. 


While the Federal Farm board has 


failed to accomplish a great deal in 
the first year of its work, it is never- 
theless entitled to a fair and full trial. 
It has had the misfortune to come in- 
to existence a't a time when there is 
.economic weakness everywhere and 
when there has been heavy over-pro- 
duction in many of the staples of life. 
When times are more near normal we 
will have an opportunity to demon- 
strate the efficacy of its policies and 
the correctness of the legislation 
through which they are initiated. 


GREED RESPONSIBLE FOR 


DEPRESSION 


Cardinal O'Connell of Boston, in an 


address of high mass at the Holy Cross 
cathedral, which was attended by Pres- 
ident William Green and other offi- 
cials and members of the American 
Federation of Labor, placed responsi- 
bility for the economic depression on 
the "heartless and greedy rich." 
He 


added that he had found "far superior 
character and intelligence in the lead- 
ers of labor than exists in most of the 
rich." Exception can and will be taken 
to the sweeping inferences of the cardi- 
nal's address, yet it must be admitted 
that fundamentally he is right. 


It has been the same old story 


through the ages, the greedy vs. the 
oppressed. 
No nation has been ex- 


empt from it at any time. The con- 
flict has always existed and still ex- 
ists. It has been1 reduced to a mini- 
mum in the United States. We appear 
to have reached-the nearest approxi- 
mation to equality of opportunity and 
healthful distribution of wealth yet at- 
tained by any nation, but it is far from 
perfect. There is financial, industrial 
and social power-in the country that 
is used to the detriment of the people. 
Much of it is deeply entrenched in pol- 
itics and government. There is colos- 
sal competition for power and profit 
and,-this high pressure strife for gain 
and greed runs^td excesses, that bring 
'about just such reaction as the coun- 
try is now-experiencing. 


We do not say it is wholly responsi- 


ble for the depression, for that would 
be obviously inaccurate. The whole 
world is suffering from the damage, 
waste and debts'of the World war. The 
great nations involved in that cata- 
clysm could not undergo its terrific 
human and material drain'without pay- 
ing the penalty years afterward. On 
top of this is a befuddled and reckless 
mental state which has to a large ex- 
tent destroyed poise and perspective. 
But Cardinal O'Connell is right in his 
indictment of wealth for its part in 
the disaster and for its share of the 
responsibility. The question is will 
greed never learn? Do the experiences 
of history teach it nothing? We have 
gone a long way in a short time in 
America toward resolving this ques- 
tion in the right way, but the future is 
by no means guaranteed.

'BIRTH OF NIETZSCHE 


On October 15, Priedrich Nietzsche, one of the 


most daring thinkers of the 19th century, and 
held by many responsible for the war spirit In 
Germany, was. born near Leipzig, Germany. 


Educated in the universities of Bonn and Leip- 


zig, 
Nietzsche "at 25 became professor of phil- 


sophy at Basel, but resigned 10 years later be- 
cause of an eye affliction. 


In the ensuing 10 years he wrote the daring 
ihUosophical essays" on which his fame rests. 
They intentionally offend the Christian reader by 
their violent denunciation of Christianity, cul- 
minating in Blasphemy. An apostle of the super- 
man and a foe of the weak and inferior among 
mankind, Nietzsche hotly opposed Democracy 
and Socialism for the reason they insisted upon 
qtiahty of rights and privileges for strong and 
weak. 


Nietzsche asserted that only through the mor- 


ality of the strong can men, that is, the few, the 
masters, rise to higher stages and attain the 
state of "superman."

One Divorce for Each 6.1 


Weddings in Country, Re- 
port Indicates 


Washington —(f?) — Matrimonj, 


claimed 1,232,559 
couples 
in the 


United States'last year, while dur 
ing the same period 201,475 divorces 
were recorded. 


The preliminary report on 
the 


1929 matrimonial statistics issued to 
day by the department of commerce 
showed 10.1 marriages 
were per 


formed for every 1,000 of population 
while divorces totaled 1.66 per *hou 
sand. 


The marriages recorded one of the 


largest yearly increases, numerically 
and in percentage, exceeding the 
preceding year's total by 50,062, or 
4.2 per cent. There had been a de- 
crease the preceding year of 1.5 by 
comparison with 19,27. The divorces, 
although showing an increase of 2.S 
per cent over 1928, could not keep 
up with the growth in marriages. 


The ratio of divorces to marriages, 


computed by the department In re- 
sponse 
to 
numerous requests, 


showed that for each 6.1 marriages 
performed, one couple was dissolved. 
The year before the ratio was an 
even six to one. 


Nevada was the oustanding leader 


among the state both in marriage 
and divorce. Divorces totaled 2,533 
and were 28 per 1,000 of population, 
but the rate of marriages per 1,000 
was 63.7. This was attributed large- 
ly by the government statisticians 
to the adoption of strict marriage 
laws by its neighbor, California. 


Across the 
continent Delaware 


had the lowest figure on marriages, 
only 5.2 per 1,000 with North Caro- 
lina close upon it with 6. North 
Carolina showed a considerable de- 
crease from the preceding year, the 
statisticians said, because of a law 
requiring five days notice prior to 
issuance of licenses1 to those under 
21. 


Georgia had the lowest proportion 


of divorces to marriage, one being 
granted only to each 13.3 new 
unions.. In Nevada there was one 
divorce to each 2.3 marriages. 


Numerically Texas led in divorces, 


with 18,386. Illinois next with 15,- 
313, and California 15,099. The only 
other state having more than 10,000 
divorces was Michigan with 11,981. 


New York reported the most mar- 


riages, with 121,535, Illinois had 84,- 
091,-and Pennsylvania 70,507.

nesota, aiid will go from there to 
Neopit for his regular inspection of 
the lumber operations on the7Mend- 
mmee reservation. From Neopit he 
will go t0 Madison to discuss the 
land claims with the land commis 
sion and the state attorney general 
On a recent conference here with In- 
dian officials, Frank W. Kueh' as- 
sistant state attorney general, esti 
mated ihat the fedeial government 
owes Wisconsin $1,500,000 for tim- 
oer cut on. lands which the state 
claims. Indian bureau officials point 
ed out that reimbursement to Wis- 
consin for timber cut on supposed 
Indian lands that are really 
state 


lands would have to be made by ap- 
propriations by congress, and expres- 
sed the opinion that congress would 
ne-ver appropriate $1,500,000 for the 
purpose. 


This complicated legal question as 


to^the ownership of these lands has 
been discussed foi half a century 
•without agreement. 


An. effort was made in the last ses- 


sion of congress to get an appropri 
ation of ?26,500 to survey these al 
leged sw-amp landg in Wisconsin but

The larger moving picture companies 
have already made alliances with the 
radio broadcasting concerns and are 
awaiting only the mechanical perfec- 
tion of television apparatus to enter 
that field. 


The moving picture executives are 


convinced that they should be pio- 
neers in. the television industry be- 
cause the latter is to all intents and 
purposes a "show" business. They 
feel that they have the experience 
and the aptitude for giving the pub- 
lic what it wants in television. 
In 


addition, they control the outstand- 
ing talent of the legitimate and mov- 
ing picture stages. The radio broad- 
casting people, the movie men say, 
have not had this type of experience 
and do not command talent which is 
expert in depicting action for the eye 
as well as voicing emotion for the 
ear. 


It is realized, however, that tele- 


vision must involve some give and 
take between the movies and broad- 
casting, no matter which becomes 
the dominant factor. 


SEE THEATRE AUDIENCES 
The moving picture men say that 


the probable big expense of television 
broadcasting, with its attendant pro- 
duction costs, makes it likely that 
television will find its audiences in 
the theatre rather than in the home.

Metro- 
Goldwjn-ilayer and Warner brothers 
have been reported as negotiating for 
an- interest in station WOR, at New- 
ark, N. J., as a possible key station 
for a third country-wide broadcasting 
network. All of these movie com- 
panies are interested In radio, not 
for what it is today but for what to- 
morrow may bring. 


Warner Brothers already are de- 


clared to have joined with eight oth- 
er stations on the Pacific coast.- 
which would put their Hollywood 
station in a western broadcasting 
network. 


The main station would be placed 


in Los Angeles, where probably as 
large a volume of high class enter- 
tainment talent is gathered as at any 
other point in the world. 


Necessarily television costs will en- 


tail large expenditures for produc- 
tion, and authors, writers, actors and 
directors all are eagerly watching- de- 
velopments. Advertising men still are 
uncertain as to what proportions the 
television angle of advertisement will 
assume, but all agree that it will be 
important.

American Wheat Slow- 
World Supply Rises

Chicago —(fP)— Persistent estimat- 


es that about 100,000,000 bushels of 
Canadian wheat is unthreshed and 
at the mercy of blizzard did a good 
deal at times today to put strength 
into grain values.

A decided falling off in the 
volume of domestic receipts of wheat 
at spring crop centers northwest 
was also reported, Minneapolis and 
Duluth arrivals today totaling- but 
280 cars, against 483 cars 'a week 
ago and 635 at this tune last year. 


A sudden rise in~Liverpool wheat 


quotations today was simultaneous 
with bullish reports from Canada, 
but in some quarters was ascribed 
to buying orders from this side of 
the Atlantic.
